EMBASSIES EVACUATE CAMBODIA AS LIBERATION FORCES 
ADVANCE : FORD ADMINISTRATl6N"FINDS" EXTRA MILLIONS 
FOR LON NOL REGIME

"Since 1970, the United States has spent more 
than $7 billion for the destruction of Cambodia and 
the genocide of the Cambodian people® But even if 
the United States spends billions of dollars more, 
our national resistance will not die. It will end 
in victory® n

Chief of State ousted by 1970 CIA-backed coup in 
a statement made on March 2, 1975. 

WASHINGTON,D.C.(LNS) — Amid new advances made 
by Cambodia's liberation forces and increasing 
uncertainty about the upcoming Congressional vote 
on aid to the tottering Lon Nol regime, the Ford 
Administration on March 18 suddenly '’discovered" 
that it owed $21®5 million to the Lon Nol govern- 
ment. 

Described by President Ford as the result of 
"sloppy bookkeeping,"" the windfall allegedly resulted 
from a State Department audit of the military aid 
program. In the last fiscal year, the Defense De- 
partment claims to have overcharged Cambodia $21.5 
million for weapons and ammunition. 

Meanwhile, in Cambodia, the U.S. Embassy is 
evacuating embassy and relief agency personnel 
from the country® 

Several embassies and diplomatic missions have 
already cleared out, including those of France, 

West Germany, Israel, and Australia. Those remain- 
ing are operating on skeleton staffs. 

The U.S. Embassy described the evacuation of 
many of its Embassy and relief agency personnel as 
a temporary, precautionary move "while we wait out 
the reaction to the Congressional vote." However, 
a March 18 report revealed that a special C-130 
cargo plane had been called in to remove several 
tons of the staffs' household belongings® 

Meanwhile, the liberation forces of t he 
National United Front (NUF) intensified their as*- 
sault on the strategic town of Neak Luong, gaining 
control of the town's airstrip on March 18. If NUF 
forces gain complete control of the town, as is 
widely predicted, the Lon Nol government will lose 
its last stronghold on the Mekong River along with 
any hopes of reopening the river as a needed supply 
route when the rainy season begins. NUF forces to- 
tally closed off the! Mekong at the start of their 
dry season offensive on January 1. Since then, the 
besieged capital, which had received most of its --t 
supplies via the river, has x had to rely entirely 


However, NUF forces soon encircled the town, 
trapping 3,000 Lon Nol soldiers inside, and cutting 
off the road leading into the village. 

On March 18, the liberation forces marked the 
fifth anniversary of the U.S. -backed coup that over- 
threw Norodom Sihanouk with a sustained rocket and 
shell barrage against a large Phnom Penh naval base 
less than one mile from the capitol's center© 

In the meantine, the Ford Administration is 
experiencing growing fears that Congress will refuse 
to vote enough military aid to prevent the Lon Nob's 
regime immediate collapse, or will insist ©n a pro- 
vision to halt all military aid to Cambodia by June 
30. 

It is no coincidence that the "discovery" of 
$21.5 million owed to the Lon Nol government comes 
at a time when pessimism is growing regarding Con- 
gressional support for supplementary Cambodian aid 
legislation acceptable to the administration© On 
March 17, the Senate Foreign Relations Qdmmittee 
agreed on a bill granting $82.5 million in supple- 
mentary aid, with a provision calling for the halt 
of all military aid by June 30. 

Assuming the House committee reports out the 
$82.5 million supplementary aid bill," speculated 
Brewster Rhodes of the Coalition to Stop Funding 
the War, "someone will offer an amendment to remove 
the June 30 cut off point." Rhodes says that the 
Administration would accept the $82© 5 million at this 
point but would continue to balk at the June 30 cut 
off point, which, if adopted, would effectively stop 
the Cambodian war. 

According to Rhodes, the Administration feels 
that it can squeak by with the $82.5 million plus t 
the $21.5 million it has just"discovered," until 
June 30, when it hopes to gain much of the $421 mil- 
lion proposed for fiscal year 1976. In this way, 
the Administration hopes that the Lon Nol regime could 
survive until the rainy season beginning in June© 

However, there are reports that the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee will move to prevent 
the Administration from using the $21.5 million, or 
will move to deduct it from the amount voted by 
Congress. 

However, high government officials have admit- 
ted that even with the granting of supplementary 
aid, it is questionable whether the Lon Nol gov- 
ernment can survive. r. 

In a statement presented before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee on Cambodia, Fred 
Branfman of the Indochina 'Resource Center said, 
"Supplemental military aid cannot reverse the Lon 
Nol government's desperate military situation on 
the battlefield or ease the suffering of the Cam- 
bodian people." 
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on U.S. airlifts. 

The Pochentong airport, where all supply , r- 
planes land, has been under almost daily rocket at- 
tack since January 1. On Friday, March 14, Lon Nol 
troops were reported to have recaptured the city of 
Tuol Leap, the town that the NUF has used as a fire- 
base from which to launch its rocket attacks against 
the airport.

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SAN QUENTIN 6 TRIAL SET FOR END OF MARCH: 

COURT HEARING PRE-TRIAL MOTIONS 

SAN RAFAEL, California (LNS)— The trial of ti- 
the San Quentin Six is slated to begin March 25, 
but a number of pre-trial motions may delay the 
start past that date* The defendants— Fleeta 
Drumgo, David Johnson, Hugo Pinell, Johnny Larry 
Spain, Luis Talamantez and Willie Tate— are char- 
ged with the murder of three guards and two pri- 
soner-trustees who were killed in the aftermath 
of George Jackson’s murder on August 21, 1971 at 
San Quentin# 

The charges of prcirder, conspiracy to murder, 
and escape had been dismissed on January 18, 1974 
when Judge “Vernon Stoll ruled that the grand jury 
that issued the indictments violated the consti- 
tutional rights of the defendants since it sys- 
tematically excluded blacks, Chicanos, working 
people and young people. The state appealed the 
decision, however, and it was overturned by an ap- 
peals court on January, 1975, that upheld the 
original indictments. 

Despite little or no evidence to support the 
charges, a hand picked grand jury rammed through 
the indictments on October 1, 1971. In an unpre- 
cedented move, one juror resigned assailing "the 
inequities and injustices of the secret indicting 
process." Two other ijurors also walked out of the 
session terming the process "immoral and illegal* 1 
declaring, "what this grand jury does is not jus- 
tice, but vengeance; 1 * 

The grand jury had been from lists 

provided by various Marin County organizations. 

Five Marin County judges then hand picked people 
on the lists to serve on the jury. 

The largest single type of organization pro- 
viding names for the jury pool was homeowner and 
home improvement organizations, which traditionally 
work to **preserve** neighborhoods by excluding black 
and brown people. 

The pre-trial motions for the San Quentin 
Six are being heard by Judge Henry J. Broderick, 
who is one of the judges responsible for picking 
the grand jury And has presided over other hear- 
ings for the Six# 

Broderick is known for the iron-fisted way 
he runs the court room. Continually he cuts off 
defense arguments with **I f m not interested,** and 
has ejected defendants from the courtroom dtt> ' 
slightest piBetexit, In addition, the five defendants 
still in jail (Tate is out on $100,000 bail) must 
sit in the courtroom in shackles. Their hands and 
feet are chained and another chain runs between the 
two making any movement, let alone comfort, impos- 
sible# 

1 (Attorneys for the defendants have tried on 
several occasions to enter a motion to unshackle 
their clients, but Broderick has refused to hear 
such a motion terming it "untimely. f * 

On the day that pre-trial motions began, 

Johnny Spain was ill and his Attorney requested 
that he be allowed to remain in his cell at San 
Quentin since he was not well enough to endure the 
physical discomfort of the chains in the courtroom. 
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Broderick, however, denied the request. 

The motions being argued by the defense in- 
clude a request that the trial be moved to insure 
a fair trial; that the case of Stephen Bingham 
be separated from therChsesoof the San Quentin 
Six; dismissal of the indictments because the 
defendants right to a speedy trial has been * 
violated; and motions about the non-representative 
make-up of the Marin County jury pool. 

Stephen Bingham is the attorney accused of 
having passed a gun to George Jackson in San Quentin. 

He has never been apprehended. While the defen- 
dants stress their support for Bingham, they feel 
that linking his case to theirs will hinder their 
chances for a fair trial. Broderick, however, 
denied the motion# 

The motion for a change of venue centers 
on the amount of publicity that the case has re- 
ceived in Marin County. John Hill, lawyer for 
Willie Tate, ;cited a barrage of inflammatory art- 
icles that appeared in the Marin Independent 
Journal in December 1974 when Tate went up for 
release on bail after serving his maximum time. 

The articles and editorials called on the courts 
to rush the case through so that Tate, described 
as a "menace** to the community, would not be 
released. 

JFleeta Drumgo 1 s lawyer, Michael Duff icy, 
pointed out at one hearing that after the indict- 
ments were dismissed in January, 1974, the estab- 
lishment press erupted with highly /inf lammatory 
articles against the Six# Broderick, however, 
ordered Duff icy to be silent and ordered Drumgo 
removed from the courtroom when he demanded that 
his lawyer be allowed to continue his presentation® 

Each time a defendant is ordered removed 
from the courtroom, the courtroom is cleared 
first so that there are no witnesses# Many times 
after such incidents, defendants reappear with 
bruises and other visible signs of having been 
beaten by guards. The defendants have filed civil 
suits against the judge and specific guards for 
brutality. 

At a hearing on March 7, all but one of the 
defendants were eventually ejected from the court- 
room for demanding that the judge provide Johnny 
Spain. with medication and that he listen to the 
arguments of their lawyers# 

The defense has also argued for access to ’'evi- 
dence in the District Attorney’s possession and access 
to various prisoners who have testified for the state© 
Specifically, the conversation centered on Alan Man- 
cino, a prisoner who filed a 44-page affidavit im- 
plicating the six defendants and withdrew his testi- 
mony after he was paroled. He said that his testimony 
has been extracted from him under duress and he filed 
suit against the California Corrections Department and 
various prison officials for injuries received at theii 
hands. Mancino is in custody now in WashingtonC state.)

PEOPLES' BICENTENNIAL COMMISSION PLANS HUGE GATHERING 
AT LEXINGTON AND CONCORD ON APRIL 19; 

WILL COMMEMORATE BEGINNING OF AMERICAN REVOLUTION 

BOSTON (LNS)--The Peoples' Bicentennial Commis- 
sion (PBC) has announced plans to commemorate the 
200th anniversary of the beginning of the American 
Revolution with a massive gathering at the battle- 
sites of Lexington and Concord on Saturday, April 19. 
The commemoration will not be a staid affair, the PBC 
says, but a rabble-rousing action and an opportunity ... . 
to put forward current day cadi cal demands. 

The PBC, awradical alternative to the corporate 
sponsored American Revolutionary Bicentennial Com- 
mission, has on several occassions upstaged the cor- 
porate Bicentennial observances with large demonstra- 
tions much more akin to the spirit of the American 
Revolution. 

On December 16, 1973 more than 20,000 demonstra- 
tors faced bitter cold weather in Boston to take part 
in a PBC celebration of the 200th anniversary of the 
Boston Tea Party. Instead of tea, however, empty oil 
drums were thrown off a replica 18th ship 

and the cry was raised to "Impeach Big Basinets Too." 

April 19th seems to be no exception. Even the 
New York Times hassestimated that more than 100,000* 
people will show up for the PBC sponsored event. 

The Battles of Lexington and Concord, also known 
as the "shot heard around the world, "were the first 'i 
ski rrrii Shes ; * which sparked the American Revolution. The 

battles were the combined effort of Concord townspeople 
and farmers. to prevent the Britis h from taking two 
revolutionary leaders, Samuel Adams and John Hancock, 
prisoner. 

Dr Benjamin Church, the informer who disclosed 
the hiding place of the two leaders to Bri t i sh general 
Thomas Gage, also told him the townspeople of Concord 
were storing ammunition and weapons at Concord. The 
battle at Concord Bridge was “~the town'speoples 1 success- 
ful e f; f dr t :to op r even t t he - Br Hrtstr f rom captu r i n g either 
the leaders or the weapons. 

"On Apri l 19, 1775, "the; Patriots sent a message 
to King George," the RBC says. "This April 19, we 1 re, 
going to send a message to Wall Street." The plans for 
April 19, sti 11 being developed,, rncltfde the following: 

**Midnight Ride Caravans. The caravans will commem- 
orate the midnight ride of Paul Revere and William 
Dawes who warned Adams, Hancock and the people of Con- 
cord that General Gage's troops were coming from Bos- 
ton . The caravans will leave from Boston and surround- 
ing areas at one minute past midnight on the morning 
of April 19, and will go tb the sites of the Concord 
and Lexington battles. PBC urges people to adorn their 
cars with flags and corporate effigies for the oce ' : 
casion, and to honk their horns all the way to Concord. 

**Concord Bridge Celebration and Festivities. Just 
as the minutemen started gathering on the Concord Vil- 
lage Green and the Concord Bridge in the early morn- 
ing of April 19, so will the PBC. The PBC, which has 
secured camping permits on the battleground for the 
19th, plans to start activities at 2 a.m. w?th"musical 
and theatrical entertainment, old fashioned oratory, 
hot soup and bread kitchens and a host of surprises." 
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- -**Concord Bri<lge“Raf‘1 : 'y”f0r Economic Democracy . 
Af ter' ^re-enactment of 'tfie f irst ski rml shes of 
the American Revolution — farmers and townspeople 
shooting at Redcoats from behind trees and stone 
walls, complete fc/ifh ca nnon fire — a rally will 
be held a t the Concord Bridge and people will 
sign a "Declaration of Economic Independence," 
and participate in "liberty pole raisings." 

The PBC expects a massive turnout for the 
event , and warns that the state pol ice have in- 
dicated they will block off all access roads to 
Concord by 5 a.m. "Unless you plan to leave 
your car ten miles away and walk on the morning 
of April 19th," the PBC says, "you should assemble 
you caravans and set off for Concord at midnight."

POLICE HARASSMENT OF LESBIANS 

SAN FRANCISCO (LNS>— A hundred and fifty les- 
bians and supporters demonitratted An front of San 
Francisco's City Hall ’March 3 to protest police 
harassment. 

The demonstration took place about a week 
after the arrest of five women outside a women's 
bar— three of whom were arrested only because they 
asked why the first two were being arrested. 

"Police harassment depends on letting our- 
selves be picked off one by one," Crisco Skidmore 
of the Berkeley-Oahland Women's Union told the 
rally. "They want us to slink away from incidents 
of police abuse out of fear of our own arrestd." 

Demonstrators came from gay, straight, and 
mixed groups. Sponsors included the San Francisco 
and Berkeley-Oakland Women's Union, the Daughters 
of Bilitis, the San Francisco Socialist Coalition, 
and Union Women's Alliance to Gain Equality. 

The protest was called, said Skidmore, to 
tell other gay women and men and the city govern- 
ment "that we will not'tolerate the arbitrary 
harassment from the cop on the beat or the poli- 
tician behind him. We will continue to resist un- 
til this harassment is ended."

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FRENCH REPORTER KILLED BY SAIGON POLICE 
AFTER REFUS ING TO REVEAL SOURCES 

SAIGON(LNS)-- Saigon feolice* shot and killed a 
French journalist March 14 after he refused to re- 
veal his sources for an anti-Saigon Government arti- 
cle he had just written# 

According to Saigon police, Paul Leandri, a cor- 
respondent for Agence France Presse, was "accidental- 
ly killed" when he drove away from police headquarters 
where he was Summoned for questioning# Police claim 
they fired two warning shots in the air and three at 
the tires of his car and that one of these accidental- 
ly killed Leandri© 

Other reports indicate that more than three shots 
were fired, at the car# Th&se reports note there were 
bullet holes in the front and back of the car as well 
as through the front and back windshields# 

Leandri, who died instantly from a bullet wound 
in the head, had been summoned by the police in the 
past for questioning about articles he had written, 
specifically an article about corruption in the Sai- 
gon police department# 

This time the article in question was about the 
battle of Bon Mi Thuot# In it Leandri quoted a priest, 
am eyewitness t© the fighting, as saying that an at- 
tack against the city was a revolt by anti-Saigon Mon- 
tagnard tribesmen joined by the National Liberation 
Front of South Vietnam# 

The government claims that the Montagnards are 
anti- communist and that North Vietnamese forces had 
mounted the assault# 

According to reports, Leandri was first summoned 
to the Immigration Office and then to the police sta- 
tion, where police tried to get him to reveal the name 
of the priest. Apparently Leandri refused, got very 
angry and walked out of the office and started to 
drive away# 

Police started running after him, fired and kill- 
ed him. Leandri f s car crashed into the main gate of 
the headquarters, and when the French consul arrived 
90 minutes laker, his body was still lying in the car© 

The French government instructed Ambassador Mer- 
illon to protest the conditions in which Paul Leandri 
was summoned by the authorities and the way he died. 

And Fahor unions; at Agence France Presse published a 
joint statement in which Mr. Leandri f s death was des- 
cribed as an "assassination by the SaigQn Police." 

"The responsibility of Saigon's authorities in 
this murder is total and inexcusable," the unions ce. 
said# They added that the incident calls for the "strong- 
est condemnation by all journalists of a regime that 
still dares to claim it defends liberty®" 

Leandri 's wife told Saigon police that she was 
filing charges of premeditated murder# 

Repression by Saigon police is hardly something 
new but, in general, "journalists, especially foreign 
journalists, have felt themselves out of reach of the 
police," explained John Spragens, a reporter just re- 
turned from South Vietnam®' "In fact," he added, "fhey 
generally are able to get away with things that ordin- 
ary people wouldn't be able to do." 


To some extent, Spragens added, this holds 
truw of South Vietnamese opposition legislators 
and activists like Father Chan Thin of the Pri- 
son Committee. 

"These people are less vulnerable because 
they are so public," he said# "And yet recently, 
there has been a crack down by the police against 
some of these legislators too — forcing them to 
go into hiding or take evasive measures. 

''Assassinations don't happen very often just 
out in the street," Spragens continued. "There 
are other ways to harass people and intimidate 
them — coming around and questioning their famil- 
ies, or following them all the time, or arrest- 
ing them." 

Spragens noted that estimates of the number 
of people held in Saigon jails run in excess of 
200,000. 

"I think that in Leandri 's killing somebody 
got hotheaded and screwed up," speculated Spragens# 
"I think that if the police had done it the way 
they wanted to they would probably have tried as 
much as they could to get his source from him, and 
then deported him if he refused to say anything® 

"I think he probably got very aggry at their 
harassment and they got into some heated discuss- 
ion and that led to the shooting#" 
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UFW CHARGES GALLO WITH MISLEADING ADVERTISING 

NEW YORK (LNS) — The United Farm Workers 
Union ( UFW ) has charged that Gallo's advertising 
for Madria Madria Sangria misleads customers 
who might want to boycott Gallo products in sup- 
port of the UFW. In a complaint filed with 
the Federal Trade Commission (FTC), the UFW 
pointed out that commercials for Madria Madria 
do not identify it as a Gallo product, and im- 
ply that the drink i s mad e by 1 k ' ’smh 1 1 S p 'an is h- 
American" family winery® 

The commercials feature a young woman who 
says in a Spanish accent that her husband and 
uncle make Madria Madria "in the Spanish tradi- 
tion." The woman is Ofelia Gallo and her hus- 
band and uncle are members of the Gallo family® 
However, the maker of the wine is identified as 
"Ricardo Madria Madria, Modesta, California." 

That name— which also serves as the only 
identification on the wine labels—corresponds 
to no existing person or company© 

As of March 10, FTC officials said no 
steps had been taken to investigate the UFW 
complaint® The protests have, however, prompt- 
ed the scheduling of federal hearings on a new 
bill requiring all food labels to show the 
maker, packer and distributor. Present law 
requires that only one of these be on the label®

DAUGHTERS OF WOMEN WHO TOOK DES FACE RISK OF 
VAGINAL CANCER: DRUG STILL PRESCRIBED 

AS "MORNING-AFTER PILL" 

NEW YORK (LNS) — In 1972, d iethyl si Ibestro] 
(DES), was banned from cattle feed because minute 
amounts were found to be cancer producing. But in 
January, 1974 the Food and Drug Administration ap- 
proved DES for use as a "morning after" contracep- 
tive drug to be given in amounts 835,000 times:' 
highef than the' doses banned 'fdr .cattle. 

Recently, another wide-scale misuse of DES 
has come to light. Even though its effectiveness 
was never established, DES was widely prescribed 
as an anti -miscarriage drug from 1945-1970, Daugh- 
ters of women given DES are now reaching puberty 
and so far at least 240 of them have developed 
vaginal cancer. 

It is a unique type of vaginal cancer, clear 
cell adenocarcenoma , which never occurred in the 
world medical literature before 1970, the year 
that DES daughters began to reach puberty. One 
million more daughters will reach puberty in the 
1980s and 1990s. 

Furthermore, ninety per cent of these daugh- 
ters are now thought to have vagi naT adenosi s, 
which is an abnormal cellular growth condition that 
may be pre-cancerous . No one knows how or if the 
vaginal adenosis will progress to cancer. 

Gynecologists are compounding the problem. 

Many of the DES daughters who have irregular 
bleeding, sometimes a symptom of vaginal cancer 
or adenosis, have been prescribed birth control 
pills to stop it. The estrogen in the pills acts 
as a growth hormone for cancer, and can cause la- 
tent cancer to enter its propagation - stage. 

Doctors , especi at ly on university campuses , 
continue to prescribe DES as a morning after con- 
traceptive wi thout determining the woman 1 s med i cal 
history. DES — an estrogen--ean cause a pre- 
cancerous condition to become cancerous. And many 
of DES daughters are college age. 

This indiscriminate use of DES has serious 
implications for women other than DES daughters as 
well . DES has been associated with the latent 
development of cancer--that is cancer which takes 
ten to twenty years to show upT-in women who have 
taken it v r by thei r doctors 1 presci pt ion for 
gynecological reasons. 

A woman should not take the morning after 
pill if there is a history of breast, uterine or 
cervical cancer, diabetes, hypertension or blood 
clotting in her family. Yet doctors in one survey 
done by the Ann Arbor, Michigan Advocates for Med- 
ical Information in 1969 at the University of Mich- 
igan indicated that of 69 women given the morning 
after pill, only five were warned about a cancer 
danger to their offspring and none were warned of 
a cancer danger to themselves. 


This is despite the fact 
that - many- of - ;the5 - e~wome»V'Who "wMl-be used as guinea 
pigs are DES daughters and may have latent cancer 
from that exposure . 

None of the public health agencies nor the 
obstetricians who gave DES as an anti-miscarriage 
drug, have seen fit to recall the 3 million women 
and test them or even inform them that they were 
given DES. In fact, there have been many cases of 
obstetricians and hospitals refusing to give their 
patients the information as to whether they were 
given DES during pregnancy. 

The National Cancer Institute has consented 
to set up 5 testing centers — locations unannounced. 
These centers will test a total of .1 ,000 women 
only to get research data, then shut down. The 
other 2, 999 >000 women will have to seek their own 
testing — if they know to seek it in the first place, 

A national sampling of doctors has indicated 
that most of them are ignorant of the colposcopic 
examination requited and are still advising pap 
smears, which in no way test for vaginal cancer. 
Many doctors, in fact, have been refusing to do 
the needed tests. 

In most cases, vaginal cancer and vaginal 
adenosis are hidden and have no symptoms. Women 
whose mothers took DES during their pregnancy need 
the special colposcopic examination which uses 
a microscope mounted on a 1 ight to test for the 
presence of adenosis ledions; This examination 
must be repeated at least once a year to check for 
tissue changes. 

Even if adenosis is not found, there is no 
guarantee that cancer is not present. The Schiller 
iodine-stain test must also be done to test for the 
presehce of glycogen-containing cells.

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WOMEN AGAINST PSYCHIATRIC ASSAULT CAMPAIGN 
AGAINST SOAP OPERA SCRIPT 

SAN FRANCISCO (LNS)~ As part of a continuing 
drive against the use of electro-- convulsive therapy 
(ECT) , Women Against Psychiatric Assault (WAPA) is 
protesting the protrayal in a TV soap opera of 
shock treatment as an effective and painless cure 
for problems . 

In recent episodes of the American Broadcasting 
Company's (ABC) popular continuing drama "All My 
Children," the main character. Erica, is undergoing 
shock treatment. Ten to fifty million viewers, the 
overwhelming majority of whom are women, watch the 
program daily. 

The eventsthht led to the character's instit- 
utionalization "epitomize stereotyping of women's 
madness. ABC presents Erica as a woman having del- 
usions instead of a woman with real and warranted 
pain." 

Erica is portrayed as powerless and unable to 
make any decisions regarding her own life. Labelled 
incompetent , the power to consent to her treatment 
is turned over to her husband. 


istering shock treatment are men. 

"Shock is used in mental institutions and 
in prisons as a mechanism ©f control and punish- 
ment and exemplifies the use of psychiatric 
technology as a tool of repression. Oftennthe 
dread and fear of shock treatments is enough to 
make someone conform," writes WAPA. 

In order to rectify some of the damage already 
done by the television program, WAPA is demanding 
a script hhange in which Efica will refuse elec- 
troshock as treatment. "Erica must be presented 
as a woman who is aware of the possible dangers 
and chooses to discontinue treatment. Because she 
was voluntarily committed by her husband , it will 
be necessary toshow him also making changes in 
his decision." 

WAPA admits that the script changethey are 
demanding is rarely the situation in real life, 
however. According to WAPA, what usually happens 
is that "women are imprisoned against their will 
and often left to rot in back wards of mental 

hospitals throughout the country . "

"We think it is potentially damaging to all 
women watching to see ECT used as a solution to 
real problems as well as it is destructive for them 
to witness a woman overwhelmed and who needs her 
husband to take control of her life," explains WAPA. 

The episodes show a woman desperate to fulfill 
herself through marriage and childbirth. Her marriage 
came about because of her pregnancy. The' subject of 
ECT comes up when, after a miscarriage, she has 
doubts about her role when she is no longer able to 
produce a child o' 1 .ill to cement the relationship. 

"Soap operas have always centered around the 
idealization of marriage and the family, shown a- 
midst an endless flow of personal crises. When the 
crises cannot be resolved, it is usually the female 
character who cannot cope, who takes the blame, and 
goes 1 crazy . ’ " 

WAPA has written letters to ABC protesting the. 
program, complaining that the millions of women who 
watch itoareobeing led to believe that ECT is harm- 
less and can solve problems . ’I'll/. 0 - ■v/’h iVvl - !0T 

The San Francisco Mental Health Advisory Board 
ruled during recent hearings that shock treatments 
are experimental , as there is no empirical data 
proving its effectiveness. In contrast, says WAPA, 
the data that is available shows ECT to be dangerous , 
causing brain damage, retrograde amnesia, permanent 
and irreversible memory loss , and has reveno caused 
death . 

"Whether or not a person dies from them, a part 
of therperson dies afterward when they no longer 
remember parts of their personal history but are 
left instead with a vague sense of pain, the cause 
of which is now unknown," writes WAPA. "Others 
must relearn the names of their children, or how 
to make their way around the town they lived in 
for years, some can no longer do the Job they used 
to do." 

In addition, shock treatments are administered 
mostly to women. While 72# of people treated with 
shock are women, according to a 19T2 study done by 
a group of Berkeley women, 99 % of doctors admin-

NEW YORK (LNS) — Employees of the Portuguese 
partner firm of J . Walter Thompson ad agency have 
asked- the Lisbon government to endcthetrelatione 
ship with Thompson. The Employees Committee cited 
reports of the huge U.S. -based ad firms links to 
the CIA and the fact that the firm provided public 
relations work for the right wing Chilean junta. 

The break with Thompson by Latina Thompson 
Associadas was reported by Associated Press, but 
not in the u.S . Advertising Age, a trade magazine 
which did an earlier story linking Thompson to the 
CIA, saw the story in Brazilian and Venezuelan 
papers and published the report in their magazine. 

According to the Ad Age report, Thompson has 
worked with the CIA for many years, providing for- 
eigh cover for agents and having many of its own 
key personnel who have intelligence experience. 

A Thompson subsidiary, Dialog, handled public 
relations work for the Chilean :j<untii ;fo:ri. a .period of 
time shortly after the coup against the Allende 
government. According to Thompson, "Dialog under- 
took the contractual arrangement with Chile as a 
means of demonstrating its capacity to serve for- 
eign based clients')

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SUIT FILED TO PROTECT RIGHTS OF PAROLEES 
AND FAMILY MEMBERS 

NEW YORK (LNS)--A class action suit filed March 
12 seeks to restrict the unlimited power of parole 
officers to search the property, residences, papers, 
and personal effects of people on parole as well as 
their families. 

The class action was filed in Federal Court by 
the New York Civil Liberties Union’s new Project on 
Sentencing and Parole. It is the first case in a ser- 
ies that will attempt to establish for the first time 
constitutional protection for parolees. 

"It’s a suit on behalf of parolees and family 
members, said David Rudens tine, the attorney bring- 
ing the suit. !t Current practice destroys the rights 
of a parolee and those of family members as well.” 

The seven parolees and their families represent- 
ed in the suit are charging that parole officers have 
made them victims of harassment, invasion of privacy, 
physical threats and pressure to submit to unreason- 
able, unwarranted and destructive searches of their 
homes, property and person. 

Unannounced early morning raids by parole offi© 
cers with loaded revolvers making threats of impris- 
onment and parole revocation are common practice, the 
complaint states. 

One plaintiff in the suit was threatened by pa- 
role officers whilehhe was sick at home, a day after 
he was supposed to have reported for parole. Although 
his wife had called in to leave the message that he 
was ill, officers came with loaded revolvers, threat- 
ening the parolee as well as his children. 

Officers searched the entire apartment, including 
the parolee’s twelve year old daughter. Shortly after- 
ward, the parolee was arrested and charged with vio- 
lating parole regulations. 

And during the two months another of the plain- 
tiffs was on parole his apartment was searched 13 
times by parole officers who had "no consent, probable 
cause, or search warrants," says Rudenstine. Officers 
told the parolee’s mother that she couldn’t have any 
friends in the apartment, threatening that her son’s 
parole would be revoked. 

The class action suit is asking the court to de- 
clare unconstitutional the regulation and practice 
which subjects parolees and their families to unreas- 
onable searches without consent, search warrant, or 
probable cause. The complaint is also, seeking $300,000 
in damages for each plaintiff.

The total value 
of U.S. investments in Latin America, the report 
says, reached $30.8 billion in 1973, a 27 per cent 
increase over the investments in 1971.
